The Cotten Crop. 

The New Orleans prophets take a 

brighter view ot the crop this week than 
they did the week before. The Pica- 
yune’s commercial editor puts the crop 
at 5,600,000 to 5,700,000 bales, provided 
the weather is favorable during the bal- 
ance of the picking season. It arrives at 
this conclusion by putting the Texas crop 
at 160.000 bales more than last year, be. 
cause the drouth cut the crop of last 
year short and because the acreage in 
that state has been increased; the Geor- 
gia crop at 50,000 more; the Carolinas at 
30,000 more; Florida, 10,000 more; against 
a decrease of 140,900 in Mississippi, 110,000 
in Louisiana, 40.000 in Alabama, 
30,000 in. Arkansas, and 25,000 bales in 
Tennessee, The damage to the crop by 
both worms and wet weather has chiefly 
been in the Mississipji valley. Making 
allowances for the in. reased acreage, the 
Picayune is confident the damage in 
Mississippi and Louisiana wil! be fifteen 
per cent., in Tennessee and Alabama 
seven and a half per cent., and in Arkan- 
sas about six percent. The reports 
from the Atlantic states are satisfactory, 
with a few exceptions. 

This estimate will not, of course, hold 
good if bad weather again sets in. The 
picking season, which is usually allowed 
to count 109 to 120 days, has been short- 
ened already at least twenty days by 
rains. We may, therefore, estimate a loss 
of what might have been picked of cotton 
actually grown of 15,000 to 20,000 bales 
per day. A vast deal of this will prove 
an absolute waste. Every day lost now 
brings us nearer the danger line of frost 
which, if it come earlier than last year, 
must naturally hurt the crop. 

The Blackshear Affidavit. 

The publication of the Notwood affi- 
davit and the comments of the newspa- 
pers thereon have called ferth a card 
from a half dozen supporters of Mr. Nor- 
wood at Blackshear.

A Brief Review. 

In a few more days the election for 
governor of Georgia will take place, and 
it may be well to briefly review the cam- 
paign as far as it has zone. When the 
state convention assembled, the people 
had by an overwhelming majority in- 
dorsed the administration of Governor 
Colquitt in spite of the bitter attacks 
made upon him on the’stump, in certain 
newspapers, and by means of anony- 
mous and slanderous documents sent out 
from Atlanta previous to the election of 
delegates to the convention. A large 
majority of the people had not only in- 
dorsed Governor Colquitt, but they in- 
structed their representatives in the con- 
vention to use their influence in securing 
his renomination as the candidate of the 
democratic party of Georgia. When the 
convention assembled, it was discovered 
that the mysteriously bitter opposition 
which had manifested itself in the pri- 
maries had been transferred to the con- 
vention, and was represented by what 
Mr. Stephens termed a fragmentary mi- 
nority. This fragmentary minority, 
while denouncing a nearly two-thirds 
majority for supporting Governor Col- 
quitt in obedience to the known and ex- 
pressed wishes of a majority of the peo- 
ple, undertook by their attitude to inau- 
gurate in Georgia politics the rule of the 
minority, and. this undertaking resulted 
in the recommendation of Governor Col- 
quitt to the people as a candidate by the 
convention—the minority participating 
in the action and thereby binding them- 
selves to abide by theresult.

2. After participating in tbe action of 
the convention recommending Governor 
Colquitt to the people as the nominee of 
the majority, the:eby binding themselves 
to abide the result, the fragmentary mi- 
nority organized a citizens’ meeting. Mr. 
Norwood was chairman, and in that ca- 
pacity he appointed a committee of 
nine to devise means and meas- 
‘ures to antagonize the action of 
the party. The committee which had 
been appointed by Mr. Norwood, on the 
principle, it is to be presumed, that turn 
about is fair play, appointed Mr. Nor- 
wood as a candidate for governor, and 
the attempt to disorganize the party and 
break down Governor Colquitt’s charac- 
ter took definiteshape from that moment. 
3. The desperation of the campaign 
thus iaaugurated lost no time in mani- 
festing itself. An anonymous document 
entitled the “convict catechism” was pre- 
pared under the authority and supervi- 
sion of the Norwood literary bureau and 
circulated broadcast over the state. Its 
purpose was to inflame the passions of 
the more ignorant negroes and to unite 
them in opposition to Governor Colquitt. 
Its real effect, however, has been to 
furnish the republicans of the north 
and west with a telling campaign docu- 
ment tobe used in the crusade against 
the sonth which the stalwarts are now 
waging. Itis not enough for Mr. Nor- 
wood to repudiate this pamphlet and de- 
nounce it as false. The fact remains that 
it was conceived in his interest, and that 
his partisans still continue to circulate it. 
The effect of the document, however, 
will be more serious hereafter. It is a 
definite repetition, from asource claiming 
to be democratic of, the lies and slanders 
which originally appeared in the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, from the columns of which 
it was doubtless compiled, and no state- 
ment of facts that can be made 
will counteract the impression it has 
produced at the north. 

4. The most significant development 
of the campaign thus far is the cropping 
out of evidence that in some sections of 
the state the Norwood party is binding 
its supporters by means of secret oaths 
and obligations, and it may be fairly pre- 
sumed that this method is in vogue 
wherever the voters are ignorant enough 
to be induced to subscribe to an affida- 
vit. 

These are some of the salient features 
of a campaign which will be memorable 
in Georgia in more respects than one. If 
we had any doubt as to the result, we 
should advocate changing the motto of 


the state from “wisdom, justice and 
‘“‘moderation”’ to “Let slander do its per- 
“feet work.”

Fruit from the Mountains. 

Yesterday we saw some strawberries sent 
te this city by William Berry, of Mount 
Airy, Ga, as delicious and tempting as 
those of early sprivg. Mr, Berry informs us 
that in November last he planted out a lot 
of strawberry cuttings. In March he ob 
tained from them fine berries, and on the 
26th inst. he plucked from the same vines 
the berries sent here. Onthe ist of June 
he had ripe peaches on his place, and on 
the 26th inst. he gathered wore. His fruit 
farm is located one mile from Mount Airy, 
and managed by Cvlonel Asa Mariner, an 
Ohio gentleman. The fruit growing tosuch 
handsome waturity comes from an eleva- 
tion of over 1,700 feet above the sea level, 
and demoustrates the adaptability of north 
Georgia to fruit culture.

Asher was also called. throughout the entire 
time Mr. Jackson aid not lose consciousness for a 
si:.gle second, but bore the pain with remarkable 
nerve, ka in the afternoon Dr.

Howell and Gordon, dressed the injuries and 
amputated the left arm just below the shoulder.
